PLANE CRASHES

London, Feb. IS (ZP— A Royal Air­ 
force plane crashed today, killing 
six occupants and injuring a sev­ 
enth, as It flew supplies to English 
villagers cut off for IO days in one 
of the ceunrty’s worst blizzards in 
history.

Washington, lob, 12 I* -The Su­ 
preme court has given a decision 
which will be argued a long time 
by people of varying religious beliefs 
Ii said Ifs right to use 
public 
funds to transport children not only 
to public schools but to schools of 
•varying religious beliefs 
Here was the problem: 
In your town some of your tax 
money is used to support the pub­ 
lic schools for buses to take child­ 
ren to those schools. (Those public 
schools give no religious training 
so children of any 
faith can go 
there). 
Tse of Tax Money 
But some of your tax money also 
is being used to 
transport some 
children to Catholic schools where 
Catholic doctrine Is taught. 
Can any town or state use your 
money for that, particularly if you 
are a non-Catholic or maybe an op­ 
ponent of Catholicism? 
About 17 states, including 
New 
.Jersey, have state laws permitting 
vise of public funds in that way. 
But a New Jersey taxpayer, Arch 
ll. Everson, didn't 
think it was 
right. His town. Ewing. N J., was 
using some of it* public fluids to 
pay tile bus fare of Catholic child­ 
ren going to Catholic schools. 
He Hied A Snit 
Hr filed suit to put a stop to it, 
arguing tile New Jersey law under 
which his town acted was unconsti­ 
tutional on these grounds: 
I. You can't take by taxation a 
man s property and give it to some­ 
one else (14th amendment to the 
constitution). 
? There can't be any law in the 
U. S. ’’respecting the establishment 
of a religion or prohibiting the free 
exercise thereof." (1st amendment!. 
The case finally got to Hie S u ­ 
preme court which yesterday said 
the New Jersey law was all right 
and constitutional.
